Health  Services,  etc. 


Two  trained  Nurses  (also  qualified  in  Midwifery)  are 
provided  by  arrangement  with  the  Lincolnshire  Nursing 
Association  for  Midwifery  and  General  District  work  in  the 
area.  This  is  in  view  of  the  adoption  in  the  near  future 
by  the  Lindsey  C.C.  of  the  1936  Midwives  Act.  There  are 
in  addition  two  certified  Midwives  practising  privately  in 
the  town. 

Tlie  Lindse3^  Countj'^  Council  has  a Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre,  a School  Clinic,  and  a Tuberculosis  Clinic,  at 
its  premises  at  No.  50  Holydyke. 

A modern  and  comfortable  maternity  home  has  been  built 
by  the  County  Council  at  Scunthorpe. 

A wheeled  Ambulance  is  kept  at  Mr.  L.  Walker’s  in  High 
Street ; and  Mr.  A.  H.  Thompson  has  a closed  motor  van 
which  can  be  converted  into  an  ambulance  at  very  short  notice. 

There  is  no  hospital  in  the  Urban  District. 

Accomodation  for  Infectious  diseases  is  provided  by  the 
Lindsey  C.C.  at  Brumby  and  elsewhere.  Cases  of  Small-pox 
are  segregated  in  a hospital  in  the  parish  of  Osgodby. 

Pathological  aad  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  at  Lincoln. 

A Red  Cross  supply  Depot  of  Nursing  Requisites  is  kept 
by  Mrs.  P.  Birtwhistle  at  Priestgate. 
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The  provision  of  a Public  Swimming-Bath  is  still  being 
considered  by  the  Physical  Training  and  Recreation  Facilities 
Committee. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Supply  from  the  Waterworks  is  good,  and 
about  69%  of  the  houses  in  the  town  are  connected  with  the 
mains.  The  rest  of  the  houses  are  supplied  by  pumps  and 
wells  which  yield  good  water. 

The  Authority  administering  the  Waterworks  have 
augmentated  their  supply  and  storage  capacity  in  view  of 
the  extension  of  the  water  carriage  system  and  the  erection 
of  new  houses. 


Sanitary  Administration. 

The  Council  employs  one  full-time  Surveyor,  one  full- 
time Sanitary  Inspector,  and  one  part-time  Medical  Officer. 

The  water-carriage  system  for  disposal  of  excreta  is  still 
being  extended. 

The  removal  of  nightsoil  and  ashes  is  carried  out  weekly. 

A Mortuary  is  provided,  and  post-mortem  examinations 
can  be  efficiently  carried  out  in  it. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  that 
most  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  repair  and  improve- 
ment of  Dwelling-Houses  has  been  done  without  the  serving 
of  Formal  notices.
